This meeting, first to be held in 
San Francisco since 1936, has been ar- 
ranged in conjuction with California’s 
“1949 Gold Rush Centennial.” Ample 
housing accommodations have been as- 
sured all visitors at the city’s numerous 
hotels.

SCIENTIFIC SESSIONS 


All scientific sessions, exhibits, and the 
motion picture program will be presented 
in the San Francisco Civic Auditorium. 

Business sessions of the House of Dele- 
gates and the general session of the Asso- 
ciation will be held at the Fairmont 
Hotel. 

The scientific program will get under 
way Monday morning, October 17, with 
the opening of the scientific and commer- 


cial exhibits at the Civic Auditorium. 
This year’s exhibits will be the largest in 
the history of the Association. Also open- 
ing Monday morning will be the motion 
picture program which will be operated 
continuously from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. each 
day of the meeting. 

Activities at the Fairmont will start 
Sunday, October 16, with the annual 
conference of State Society officers and 
a breakfast meeting of section officers. 
The House of Delegates will meet at the 
Gold Room of the Fairmont Hotel, Mon- 
day morning and Monday afternoon. At 
noon, Monday, there will be a testimonial 
dinner in honor of Dr. Roscoe H. Vol- 
land, past A.D.A. president and treasurer 
—also at the Fairmont. 


CLINIC PROGRAM 


The clinic program, featuring some 
200 clinicians, will be presented at the 
Civic Auditorium, Tuesday morning and 
Thursday afternoon. Meetings of the 
cleven scientific sections will be held si- 
multaneously at the Civic Auditorium, 
Tuesday afternoon, all day Wednesday, 
and Thursday morning. Approximately 
75 essayists have been booked for the 
section meetings.

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EDITORIAL 


A MORAL OBLIGATION 


The new Secretary of Defense, Louis Johnson, has called attention to the 
critical shortage of physicians and dentists for the armed forces. During July, 
about one-third of the medical and dental officers started dropping out be- 
cause they had completed their term of service. Without an increased inflow of 
such personnel, the shortage will assume dangerous proportions by the end of 
the year. The Army cannot continue to provide adequate medical and dental 
care for the almost 1,700,000 service people, who are the backbone of our 
nation’s defense, unless sufficient replacements make up the losses. 

The Chicago Medical Society has taken cognizance of the situation and has 
issued an appeal to young physicians to volunteer, especially those who had part 
of the expense of their medical school training furnished by the Government. 
Practically all teaching institutions have adopted the principle of not appoint- 
ing men from internships to residency positions unless the candidates have had 
military service; likewise, these institutions will give precedence to men return- 
ing from military duty, just as was done after cessation of war. 

It is not the intent of this editorial to shame young dentists into joining up. 
But there is a moral obligation, an obligation to your fellow men as well as an 
obligation to your profession. All those who were trained under wartime 
A.S.T.P. and V-12 programs under government auspices or who were deferred 
in order to complete their training at personal expense, and who saw no active 
service, should volunteer for a two-year tour of active duty. 

Legislation guaranteeing sound administrative operation of the Army Dental 
Corps is in the committee stage. Everything points to its adoption by Congress. 
With this assurance, a tour of duty may well be a valuable aid to the young 
dentist. In any event, the dental profession must meet this emergency somehow 
and avoid the possibility of a draft or some equivalent action. 


POSTGRADUATE STUDY 


At no time in the history of the dental profession has the interest in post- 
graduate study been as great as at the present time. This interest on the part 
of dentists reflects growing recognition of the rapid changes which are occurring 
in dentistry and its related fields. These changes are taking place with such 
rapidity that all practitioners are being challenged by the rather serious prob- 
lem of keeping up with them. In fact, it hardly can be done without additional 
study. 


Members of the Chicago Dental Society have the opportunity right at their 
door to take courses designed to bring to them the latest developments in the 
various spheres of dental practice. All three Chicago schools present such 
courses from time to time and veterans should be cognizant of the fact that all 
the courses they may elect to follow can be taken under the G.I. Bill of Rights. 
This is an opportunity that may come only once in a lifetime. Don’t neglect it! 


NEEDED: A SENSE OF PROPORTION 


While the more articulate proponents and opponents of the administration’s 
“national health program” are wrangling before Congressional committees in 
Washington, the less articulate, but possibly as able, minds are busy on the 
home front. Socialized medicine has the backing of the more liberal element 
of the population which, in philosophy, out-deals the new deal. Rather than 
providing a floor of minimum security, it attempts to provide a tent under 
which all medical care will be provided. 

These so-called liberals, these proponents of socialized medicine, maintain 
that because some 4,300,000 man-hours of work are lost each year through 
sickness and disability, there should be a law; a law which will enable an 
already financially embarrassed government to spend billions of the tax payers’ 
moncy on a medical care program. They profess to believe that by so doing 
good health will be assured. 

The opponents of socialized medicine champion the system of free enter- 
prise. Under such a system we have achieved the highest health standards in 
the world, standards which have steadily improved and which will continue to 
improve if free of government interference. 


The claim is made that the average American family cannot afford adequate 
medical and dental care. Yet is is reliably reported that at least 30 per cent of 
television sets are purchased by families of $2,500 income or less, families 
which presumably cannot afford a $300.00 medical fee to save a life. And 
when one reads about how much money is spent on liquor, cosmetics, tobacco, 
and candy, it is readily apparent that what the average family needs is not more 
and better medical and dental care but a better sense of proportion of what 
is important.

Improvements in Retention for Crown 
and Bridge Prosthesis”

N beginning this essay it might be 
I well to review some of the history 

to date, and the progress made in 
this and other fields of dentistry. 

J. B. Gariot of France brought out the 
first dental articulator in 1805, and in 
1840 Daniel Evans of Philadelphia pat- 
ented the first articulator with lateral 
and protrusive movements. By 1856, oxy- 
chloride of zinc cement was in common 
use. The following year, Thom of Eng- 
land patented an interchangeable facing 
which was not too unlike our present day 
Steele’s facing. Beers patented a crown, 
“gold shell crown,” in 1873, and five 
years later Matteson introduced the 
open-faced crown. 

During the gos, porcelain became 
known generally to the profession. Inci- 
dentally, silicate cement was developed 
in Germany about 1898. At the turn of 
the century, shell crowns and dowel type 
retainers inserted into root canals were 
the accepted method of supporting fixed 
prosthetic appliances. 

Dr. John Carmichael of Milwaukee in- 
troduced the first veneer crown in 1906. 
It was the predecessor of our present 
three-quarter crown. It was of swaged 
gold plate, wire and solder construction. 
The following year Taggart announced 
his method of gold castings using the lost 
wax method. While credit goes to Tag- 
gart for the cast gold restoration, it is 
now generally conceded that the first 
work in this direction was done by Dr. 
William Schottler. 

The casting process gave dentistry an 
impetus for improved technics in general. 

Dr. E. T. Tinker of Minneapolis 
adapted the three-quarter crown, as de- 
signed by Dr. Carmichael, to the cast 
method.

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Later, about 1911, when William 
Hunter of England blasted American 
dentistry for its oral sepsis, gold traps of 
sepsis built in, on and around diseased 
teeth, crown and bridge work became 
unpopular with the professions, both 
medical and dental, as well as with the 
public. About this time, Dr. H. A. Gillett 
of New York said, “I regard the day of 
fixed bridgework as having passed, and 
I believe the next decade will see the end 
of its use. It is time that the colleges of 
the country stopped teaching it because 
it has been most thoroughly discredited.” 
It appeared generally that the day of 
fixed partial dentures was over. 

The efforts of Orton and Knoche were 
instrumental in turning the tide and by 
1920 a general improvement was noted. 
The x-ray and a better understanding of 
pathology had resulted in less devitalized 
teeth being utilized, and better retainer 
design as well as better pontic design. 

This brief history has been presented 
in an effort to show the up-and-down- 
and-up path that crown and bridge has 
taken in the past eighty to ninety years. 
During the last twenty-five to thirty years, 
there has been a gradual and positive im- 
provement in materials, such as gold 
alloys, porcelains, cements, and synthetic 
organic plastics. 


PREPARATIONS FOR ANTERIOR TEETH 


The various leaders in the crown and 
bridge field have brought out new tech- 
nics and new preparation designs for 
abutment teeth from time to time. 

Now, of the various types of prepara- 
tions for anterior teeth, the pinledge or 
pit-veneer preparation holds the most in- 
terest for the authors at this time. In his 
textbook, Crown and Bridge Prosthesis, 
Dr. Stanley Tylman refers to this prepa- 
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ration as the Kabnick type preparation. 
The pinledge preparation provides the 
ultimate in esthetics. Little or no gold is 
shown, very little of the tooth is removed, 
and yet the retention is superior to that 
of the conventional three-quarter crown. 
This preparation involves the lingual and 
at least one of the two proximal surfaces 
and sometimes the incisal surface. 

The retainer might well be divided 
into three basic parts: First, the veneer 
portion; second, the ledge or support 
portion; and third, the pin or retention 
portion. 

The operator provides for the veneer 
portion by removing from the lingual 
surface sufficient enamel and dentine 
necessary to provide the required veneer 
bulk or thickness. This is done with 
small diamond wheel instruments about 
six to eight millimeters in diameter. A 
diamond disc may be used to remove the 
mesial or distal area in a manner to pro- 
vide for connection to the approximating 
pontics. 

The preparation is not carried below 
the free margin of gum on the lingual 
but rather is held just short of the gingi- 
val tissue. A definite finish line is created 
at the peripheral extent of the prepara- 
tion. It is to be noted that the incisal 
edge has not as yet been prepared.” 

If little or no incisal occlusion exists, 
the preparation can be kept short of that 
area, or provision can be made to have 
the gold extend to the incisal tip but not 
cover it. The gold-tooth margin or cavo- 
surface angle would then be on the inci- 
sal surface. If an end to end bite or 
some similar situation is at hand. the 
usual incisal bevel is in order. This about 
completes the veneer part of the prepara- 
tion. 


POSITIONING PINS 


Although the pins are provided for last, 
they are now to be positioned. Following 
is the general rule for their location: Pins 
are to be as far as possible from the pulp 
and still be completely surrounded by 
dentine. Two pin holes or canals are 
placed, one near the incisal and one on 


the linguogingival. The pin holes are pre- 
pared with a 701 bur and are generally 
about 2 millimeters in depth. The use 
of the tapered cross-cut bur and the all- 
wax tapered pin may be considered as an 
improvement over some of the original 
technics. 

Following placement of the pin canals, 
the preparation is now ready for the 
ledges, or the support proper, because 
without sufficient ledge area the retainer 
may fail owing to shearing of the pins 
under stress. 

The authors believe that it is unneces- 
sary to cut a ledge or channel completely 
across the lingual from mesial to distal in 
the incisal region, but instead a platform 
or counter-sink should be placed about 
each hole. This is done with a 702 or 560 
bur. It is expedient to place the ledges 
after the pin holes are sunk. In this way 
the ledges are then more readily posi- 
tioned with regard to the pits than if the 
reverse were true. 

After the usual refinements, the prepa- 
ration is now completed. It is understood 
that all through this procedure care has 
been taken to assure parallelism of the 
pin holes. 


WAX PATTERN 


The wax pattern is now in order, the 
preparation is freed of excess saliva but 
is not rendered dry. Kerr’s dark wax, 
Peck’s purple, or Taggart’s blue wax is 
treated as follows: The wax is thrust into 
the flame and immediately withdrawn, 
this is repeated until the wax is made 
reasonably plastic. Avoid overheating 
wax. The wax, when plastic, is shaped 
into a section about 5 millimeters thick 
and large enough to cover the lingual of 
the preparation. Just prior to applica- 
tion, the wax is heated again to a slightly 
shiny surface and is then placed onto the 
preparation with finger pressure. A mat- 
rix may be used but it is not advisable. 
It is now removed and, without chilling, 
is trimmed with a warmed sharp lanut 
to near the periphery of the pattern 
proper. The wax is again placed on the 
tooth and the peripheral excess is re-

moved with a warmed blunt instrument. 
The lingual bulk it not lessened to any 
great degree at this stage. 

The patttern is now ready for the 
placement of the wax pins. The instru- 
ment for this purpose may be made from 
a discarded root canal plugger or any 
similar instrument, such as an explorer. 

The following are the requirements for 
the waxing instruments: It should have 
a contra angle effect for ease in manipu- 
lation and the working end shall be so 
shaped that it will form a plugger that 
will exactly fit the pin holes of the prep- 
aration. The plugger will have a slight 
taper, such as that of a 701 bur; also, it 
should have an end similar to the afore- 
mentioned tapered bur. 

The instrument which is now at hand 
is heated sufficiently over the flame to 
melt wax. While so heated, it is inserted 
through the wax into a pin hole thereby 
replacing wax and, while it is still warm 
enough to melt wax, it is removed caus- 
ing the hole to fill with wax. This plung- 
ing process is repeated two to three times, 
care being taken to have the instrument 
warm enough to melt the wax at the time 
of removal. Failure to observe this point 
will result in a void in the pin portion of 
the pattern. 

After each of the pins are formed, the 
pattern is given the necessary anatomical 
form. A sprue of 16 to 18 gauge wire is 
attached near the incisal, parallel to the 
pins, and the pattern is removed. It is 
well to inspect the pattern for faults and 
especially to see that the wax pins show 
an impression for the deepest part of each 
canal. This is important in that proper 
cementation depends upon the canals be- 
ing filled exactly by the pins. The authors 
use straight Cristobalite investment, with 
wax eliminated at 800 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

Type B golds are used for this type of 
retainer. It is well to allow the sprue, or 
at least part of it, to remain as the casting 
is tried on the preparation, as generally 
the retention is so great as to make the 
initial removal difficult. After several in- 
sertions, the casting is generally more 
readily removed. 

If a remnant of the sprue is allowed 
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to remain at the time of impression tak- 
ing, 2 more accurate transfer is possible 
as the pinledge casting can be centered 
in the impression, using this remnant as 
a key or guide. 

The tapered pin greatly enhances re- 
tention wherever it is used. All dental 
operators are aware of the increased re- 
tention when a linguogingival pin is 
added to the conventional three-quarter 
crown. 


POSTERIOR RETAINERS 


On occasion it is necessary or advisable 
to use a mesio-occlusal or disto-occlusal 
inlay as a bridge retainer. Many times the 
occlusal dovetail will not suffice as a re- 
tention form. The placement of two pins 
inside the marginal ridge, one pin to the 
buccal and the other to the lingual, will 
give this type of retainer displacement 
resistance equal to, if not better than, the 
usual mesio-occluso-distal inlay retainer. 

Inlays that are used to increase vertical 
dimension in so-called bite raising cases, 
are best anchored with pins that are 
strategically placed. Two or three, and 
sometimes as many as four, pins will se- 
cure an inlay better than the ordinary 
mesial and distal extensions. The pins 
may be added to improve retention of 
conventional, but inadequately retained, 
M.O.D. inlays. Pin retention is useful on 
occasion in attaching retainers to poste- 
rior abutments that are inclined beyond 
the safe limits of 22 degrees off vertical. 
The main requisites in using pin retention 
on posterior tecth are: parallelism, loca- 
tion in sound dentine and adequate dis- 
tance from the dental pulp. The pin size 
may be increased as needed. Tapered 
burs size 702 lend themselves admirably 
when tooth size permits. 

If pin-retained attachments are to be 
placed on lower anterior teeth, it is ad- 
visable to use 700 burs, or even burs as 
small as 699. The number 699 is not 
made by all manufacturers. 

The waxing technic remains the same 
for all size pins. All that is required is 
that the proper size plunger is used.

TO THE EDITOR: 


The question of national reciprocity, I 
believe, will never be solved for the sim- 
ple reason that the bigwigs of the dental 
society do not want it and cannot give 
it up because of the many men holding 
jobs due to the fragmentation of the so- 
ciety. No matter what group one takes, 
whether it is government, club or party, 
the leaders do not want to lose their jobs. 
Sometimes it is prestige, sometimes the 
desire to be in the limelight and selling 
the fact to patients. To be chairman, sec- 
retary, treasurer or some kind of stooge 
in the society makes one a better man, 
or anyway it can be used as a sales talk 
very well. 

Complete reciprocity between states 
can well be put on an educational basis. 
If a student graduates from a grade “A” 
school under a national, unified school 
system and passes a national board, that 
should qualify him to practice anywhere 
in the United States. 

Anyone choosing to study dentistry 
practically limits his scope to one state. 
Is there any sense to it? One of the poor 
excuses is that it is done for the health of 
the public. Thousands of dentists prac- 


ticed their profession in different states 
during the war and I’ve yet to see where 
anyone didn’t get the right attention be- 
cause the dentist wasn’t practicing in his 
own state. As a matter of fact, in the 
town of Vallejo, California, navy physi- 
cians even made calls on patients and 
performed operations in the city hospital. 
On the other hand, the “lowly” dentist 
did not have the right to look at a patient 
during his free time. 

Even at a time when patients couldn’t 
get into a dental office for months at a 
time, and then only when they had spe- 
cial recommendations from an old pa- 
tient, there were empty chairs in dental 
offices. The “powers that be” gave all 
sorts of excuses—that dentists, when they 
get old and decrepit, will run to other 
states, or the charlatans will run to other 
states to advertise. Of course, that’s a lot 
of “charlatan talk.” If a man decides to 
move, why shouldn’t he have the right? 
He doesn’t limit his citizenship to one 
state, certainly. In any case, he is lucky 
that there are no city and county boards 
for that would mean so many more “pres- 
tige” offices for those who fight so much 
for them.—B. Z. Kite, D.D.S., 2800 Mil- 
waukee Ave., Chicago.

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Medical Care* 


HE medical facilities of a state or 

nation represent a vitally important 
investment in the well-being of its citi- 
zens. According to 1947 census estimates, 
Illinois is the fourth ranking state in 
population, and it maintains a compara- 
ble position in medical facilities. In 1948 
there were 321 hospitals in Illinois. Gen- 
eral hospitals numbered 215, and of the 
others, 31 were for mental cases, 30 for 
tuberculosis, 13 for convalescents, 6 for 
maternity cases, and 26 miscellaneous. 
Only one state with a smaller population, 
Texas, had more hospitals than Illinois 
last year; and only California, New York 
and Pennsylvania had a greater number 
of hospital patients. Of the 1,023,000 ad- 
missions to IIlinois hospitals registered by 
the American Medical Association in 
1948, 52,000 were Federal hospital pa- 
tients, and 122,000 went into county or 
state hospitals. There were 807,000 pa- 
tients in nongovernmental hospitals, a 
number exceeded only in New York and 
Pennsylvania. 


MEDICAL PERSONNEL 


The United States has more doctors in 
proportion to population than any other 
nation in the world, and the number is 
increasing faster than the total popula- 
tion. Of the 198,000 physicians in the 
United States in 1948, six per cent, or 
over 13,000 were in Illinois. The State 
maintains its fourth place position in 
numbers of both physicians and dentists. 

At present the medical profession is 
handicapped by a shortage of personnel 
in some fields, the need for dentists being 
especially acute. There were only slightly 
more than 83,000 dentists in the United 
States last year, one for every 1,717 peo- 
ple. The Illinois dental situation is some- 
what better, with 6,200 dentists in the 
State, one for every 1,341 people. There

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are resident dentists in all but one of the 
Illinois communities with populations of 
over 5,000 and in a majority of communi- 
ties having from 1,000 to 2,500 people. 
It is estimated, however, that almost 2 
million Illinois residents live in rural 
areas and in the 685 communities with- 
out dentists. 

The shortage of nurses, so crucial dur- 
ing the war, has improved, and there was 
an appreciable increase last year in nurs- 
ing personnel in the nation’s hospitals. 


EDUCATION AND TRAINING 


It is estimated that more than 5,000 
students will receive medical degrees 
from the nation’s 71 medical schools this 
year. The five accredited medical schools 
in I}linois—the Chicago Medical School, 
the Stritch School of Medicine at Loyola, 
Northwestern University Medical School, 
the University of Chicago School of Med- 
icine, and the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Medicine—graduated 408 stu- 
dents during the 1947-1948 term. The 
University of Illinois, the largest medical 
school enrollment in the nation, admitted 
634 medical students during that period. 

The number of physicians, dentists, 
and nurses in an area no longer ade- 
quately measures the extent of medical 
service. Of increasing importance are 
such associated personnel as medical 
technicians, research workers, and phar- 
macists. Modern hospitals have under- 
taken the task of training these auxiliary 
workers, as well as interns, resident phy- 
sicians, and student nurses. Illinois is 
second only to New York in the number 
of internships offered by hospitals in 
1948, and has more hospitals approved 
for the training of x-ray technicians than 
any other state. The University of Illinois 
College of Medicine, which is affiliated 
with the Presbyterian hospital of Chi- 
cago, is one of only 24 schools in the

CONCLUSION 


The pin-retained attachment has these 
advantages: (1) Increased retention: 
(2) Conservation of tooth surface; (3) 
Control of marginal extension; (4) Ideal 
esthetic value; (5) Increased versatility 
of application; (6) Less patient discom- 
fort during preparation; (7) Lessened 
gold volume resulting in less thermal 
shocking to pulp. 

The disadvantages are: (1) The tech- 
nic depends upon precision throughout 
for success; (2) It cannot be used when 
pulp size is larger than normal.

country approved for the training of oc- 
cupational therapists. 


CONTINUING PROGRESS 


In the past, the share of total consumer 
expenditures devoted to medical care has 
averaged about 4 per cent. However, BLS 
data for 1948 show that the price of 
medical care increased only 40 per cent 
from the prewar average while all con- 
sumer prices rose over 70 per cent. Physi- 
cians are getting a progressively smaller 
share of the medical dollar, down from 
31¢ in 1935-1939 to 26¢ in 1947. Again, 
prices are important; those paid for phy- 
sicians’ services rose only 35 per cent, but 
hospital room rates, bearing the brunt of 
inflation, rose 110 per cent, and were the 
major factor in the increased cost of 
keeping well. 

Americans are not only paying rela- 
tively less for medical care than they are 
for most other goods and services, but 
they are getting dividends in the form 
of an extended life span. At the height 
of the Roman Empire, life expectancy 
was probably only 25 years, and it had 
increased only eight years by 1700. Mod- 


ern medical science took only 18 years 
to make the same improvement; between 
1929 and 1947, life expectancy at birth 
rose from 59 to 67 years. 

During the past fifty years, improve- 
ments in medical care have been as great, 
if not greater, than the much publicized 
advances in modern technology. In 1900 
the average age at death, which lags be- 
hind expectancy, was only 33.7 years, and 
no single causes of death stood far above 
the others. In less than half a century, the 
average age at death has been extended 
to 57.4 years, and all diseases whose aver- 
age victim is under 35 have been elimi- 
nated as leading causes of death in the 
United States. 

Today the leading causes of death are 
heart disease, cancer, cerebrovascular le- 
sions, and nephritis, all of which typically 
attack a person during his sixties. It 
would appear that America is the victim 
of an epidemic of heart disease and can- 
cer, when, actually, medical progress has 
simply enabled people to live long enough 
to die of diseases which strike in later life. 
Because the need for better medical care 
is unlimited, we may expect average age 
at death to continue to rise, maintaining 
the record of achievement of the medical
